Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant's 
reference to claim 1 on page 2, line 22 is objected to and should be avoided. Also, the title of the 
invention appearing on the Abstract page is objected to and should be avoided. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The specification is informal in layout The following guidelines illustrate the preferred 
layout for the specification of a utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the 
applicant's use.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Applicant discloses the filter 
and blower unit designed as an external rotor motor including a fixed stator coil module, a stator 
circuit board, a motor control module, a voltage converter module and a base circuit board (see 
page 3, line 25 through page 4, line 12). However, Applicant has failed to disclose how this 
external rotor motor is even related to use with a filter and blower unit for breathing masks or 
bonnets. Furthermore, Applicant has merely disclosed the modules and circuit boards (above) as 
being useable together to make an external rotor motor and has failed to disclosed the details that 
go into the workings of each module and circuit boards that would allow an ordinary artisan 
make the operative device. 

Drawings

Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.
